BOMB PLOT AGAINST WARDEN. 


Prison Official and Son Narrowly Escape 
Death by Missile Thrown at 
Leaven worth. | 


Leavenworth, Kas., July 12.—[Special.}— 
Am attempt was made to assassinate Warden 
R. W. McClaughry of the federal prison by 
a bomb, which exploded in a wagon which 
he was driving through the streets of Leav- 
en worth. 

Warden McClaughrey and his son, Wil] Mo- 
Claughry, head of the United States bureau 
of identification, were driving west in Chero- 
kee street when a terrific explosion occurred 
opposite the right front wheel of their wagon. 
The warden, his son, and the driver were 
stunned by the explosion, which was heard 
all over the business section of town. 

A prisoner who was driving a wagon in the 
rear of the warden’s vehicie said he saw the 
missile thrown from the second story win? 
dow above a drug store. The inmates of 
the place deny anything was thrown from the 
window. 


FLOATING LOG SCARES GIRL. 


She Mistakes It for Lake Monster and 
Believes Sound of Fog Horn 
Is Its Bellowing. 


A floating log, about thirty feet long, and 
the wall of the foghorn caused a brief senea- 
tion along the lake shore in Evanston last 
night. Miss Anne Madison, 18 years old, was 
the principal figure in the affair. 

„O, I have just seen a terrible monster in 
the lake,” she screamed as Policeman John 
Kane appeared. It was 800 feet long and 
was making the most awful noise I ever 
heard. Please come quick and see. 

Kane drew his revolver from its holster 
and hurried to the beach. There he found the 
log, which the girl admitted was the mon- 
ster.” Just then the foghorn sounded and 
she declared it was the cry of the creature.

buttoned up the back. This saved her Ne, 
for the bullet pierced the woodwork of the 
tonneau and struck one of the pearl buttons 
of the shirtwaist.

The bullet undoubtedly would have struck 
the spinal column had it not caromed off 
the button. It did little damage, but the 
force of the blow was 80 strongly felt by 
Miss Stribling that she thought at first she 
was badly hurt. 

Stop, I'm shot!” she screamed. 

Mr. Henderson, who had speeded up his 
machine after the first two reports of the 
policeman’s revolver, brought the automo- 
bile to a quick stop and removed Migs Strib- 
ling from it. She was dazed, and it was 
several minutes before she realized that the 
bullet had struck only a button. 

In the meantime the policeman had reached 
the auto. As soon ges he found that no one 
was injured seriously he took Mr. Henderson 
and the machine to the town hall of Glencoe, 
where the owner of the Automobile was 
charged with exceeding the speed limit and 
with resisting a policeman. 


Accuses the Policeman. 


Mr. Henderson made à counter charge of 
assault with a deadly weapon against the po- 
liceman. Judge M. T. Lane of Glencoe will 
hear the case this afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

The party left Glencoe after Mr. Henderson 
had furnighed bonds. 

When the party arrived at Racine, Wis, 
Miss Stribling had become hysterical and 
they stopped for the night at a hotel and 
summoned a physician, Yesterday morning 
she was much better and the trip to Mu- 
waukee was resumed

of Glencoe, said the village authorities stood 
behind their policemen in automobile arrests.

WANDERING BUDDHIST RULER, 
UNWELCOME, TO ENTER PEKING 


Lama Left Holy City of Lhassa Four 
Yeats Ago Because English Soldiery 
Trod Its Streets. 


PEKING, July 12.—In 1904 Col. Younghus- 
band of the British army led a British col- 
umn over the mountain passes of the Him- 
alayas and fought his way into the Holy City 
of Lhassa. In the eyes of the Buddhists this 
was desecration, and since then the Dalai 
Lama, the. religious head of the Buddhist 
faith and ryler of Tibet, has been a wanderer 
over northern China. 

He would not stay in his city after the feet 
of “ infidels’ had trodden its sacred streets. 
Accompanied by a large retinue he journeyed 
through China and Mongolia, an expensive 
and unwelcome guest at the cities where he 
stopped.

Honduras Revolution Laid at. Door of 
President Cabrera of Neigh- 
boring Republic. 


PUERTO CORTEZ, Honduras, July 8. via 
New Orleans, La., July 12.— Reports place 
two of the leading personalities of the five 
republics at the head of the present Honduras 
imbroglio. Estrada Cabrera, president of 
Guatemd@ia, and Manuel Bonilla, who was a 
year ago deposed by a revolution from the 
presidency of Honduras, are the alleged 
leaders.

BERLIN, July 12.—Following the example 
of the backers of the Thomas car in extend- 
ing the eccupants every possible outside as- 
sistance, the proprietors of the Berlin Mittag 
Zeitung, Whose colorg the German Protos car 
is carrying so gallantly across Russia in the 
final lap in the New York-Paris automobile 
race, have dispatched a special expedition to 
meet Lieut.

The expedition consists of a sixty horse 
power six cylinder Protos car, in charge of 
Herr Rudolf Ullstein, one of the proprietors 
of the Mittag Zeitung, and Dr. Hans Don- 
alles, sporting editor of that paper.

Koeppen’s brother officers in the German 
army are highly gratified at his game finish 
in the contest, wherein until now he had been 
so relentlessly pursued with bad luck, and 
are preparing to give him an appropriate 
welcome when he lands in German terri- 
tory. It is possible the crown prince will 
participate in the welcoming ceremonies.

PANAMA ELECTS OBALDIA: 


Order Secured by Withdrawal from the 
Field of Supporters of Arias, the Sec- 
ond Candidate.

PANAMA, July 12.—Elections for president 
and vice president of the republic were held 
today without disorder. The polls opened at 
8 o’clock this morning and closed at 4. The 
government party, that is, the supporters of 
Sefior Arias, who withdrew from the race a 
few days ago, abstained from voting every- 
where in the republic. Consequently the 
opposition, whose candidate for the presi- 
dency is Sefior Obaldia, former minister to 
the United States, had a clear field. 

Obaldia's vote in the city was about 1.000 
out of 3,500 electors originally registered by 
both parties. In Colon 1,000 electors regis- 
tered and 304 votes were cast, Obaldia re- 
ceiving all of them. Two commissioners rep- 
resenting the United States kept wateh on 
the balloting at each of the polling stations. 

There was not the slightest disturbance 
during the day. After the election support- 
ers of Sefior Obaldia paraded the streets, 
hurrahing for the liberal party ip an orderly 
manner.

The presidential electors will meet on Aug. 
1 in the capitals of the seven provinces and 
cast their votes for Sefior Obaldia: The elec- 
tion will be officially verified on Aug. 18. 
The national assembly, in which the present 
government has a considerable majority, will 
ment on Sept. 1 in ordinary session, which 
will last sixty days.

combatants were driven into the street and 
dispersed. 

The meeting started out to be à session 
of the Armenian Library club, an organiza- 
tion of which the various revolutionary 
propagandists seek control, and which a few 
disinterested students try to conduct along 
well ordered lines. 


Riot Follows Wild Debate. 

Trouble started when President Varta- 
bedian called the meeting to order. It was 
charged that under the present management 
the club has come to a standstill and that 
its funds are running low. President Var- 
tabedian started to controvert these speeches 
by pushing the speakers back into their 
seats, but there were too many of them.

VIRGIN’S STATUE In PERIL

dolorata in Church Procession. 


PLAN TO ROB FRUSTRATED. 


Worshipers Alarmed by Demonstra- 
tion made by Young Italians. 


Quick action by the police yesterday, it is 
believed, frustrated a concerted plan to rob 
the statue of the Maria Addolorota of the 
hundreds of dollars pinned upon it by the 
Italian Catholic devotees in Melrose Park. 

Twenty or more young Italians, believed to 
be anti-clerica] agitators, are held respons- 
ible for the affair by the clergymen in charge. 
The alleged plan was to attack the statue 
when it was borne on the shoulders of four 
of the devotees in the procession in honor 
of the Virgin. 

Capt. Evans and twelve policemen, on re- 
ceiving word that a plan to rob the statue was 
suspected, formed a guard around the statue 
and accompanied the procession to the 
church. No arrests were made. 

The clergy, fearing an attempt might be 
made to rob the statue of its offerings after 
it Was placed in the sanctuary of the church, 
asked that a detail of police be sent as a 
guard. Police surrounded the statue all day 
and mixed with the hundreds of worshipers. 


Priest Tells His Suspicion. 

“TI knew nothing of a plan to rob the 
statue, said Father Bennenio Fisnes, pastor 
of the church, but during the procession 
at the point where the police intervened 
there was a dieturbance in the crowd and I 
saw several young Italians who I know 
are not friendly to the church. There is a 
crowd of young men out here, banded to- 
gether who in their actions, thought, and 
sympathies are hostile to the church and 
her interests.“ 

Nearly 1,000 Catholic Italians gathered at 
the church early in tne morning for the an- 
nual celebration of the religious feast known 
as the “Festa della Maria Addolorota.” 
After high mass a procession headed by the 
clergy, in which the statue of the Virgin, 
borne on the shoulders of the laity, was fol- 
lowed by the entire congregation, marched 
from the church through Melrose Park. 


Police Respond to Call, 

As it proceeded, devoteés pinned paper 
money on the garments of the statue until 
the amount reached almost §800. When the 
procession reached Lake street and Twenty- 
third avenue several young Italians, who 
had followed the procession, surrounded the 
statue and soon were joined by others. This 
action caused suspicion among the clergy 
and a call was sent to the police station. 

As soon as the police arrived the young 
Italias fied and were lost in the crowds

the power house. | 

The offices were besieged with inquiries 
from persons who had seen the bolt strike, or 


who had received exaggerated reports of the 


damage done. 


Lights Out in Forest Park. 

At Forest park the crowd took the darkness 
good naturedly while it lasted. Before the 
exact nature of the injury could be reported 
to Engineer Ellicott repairs had been made 
which restored the lights to the park after 
an interval of less than an hour. 

Prompt action was taken by the park man- 
agement to allay any fears which might be 
aroused by the darkness. The rathskeller, 
which has gas as an anxiliary lighting equip- 
ment, was brilldantly Uluminated, and the 
first lot of candles lighted were hurried to 
the band stand, with instructions to the band 
to keep playing, even if it had to play in the 
dark. Later candles were supplied in the 
ballroom, which was thgown open to every- 
body, and distributed about the grounds 
among the concessions. 

Thought Wires Were Cut. 

Wire cutting was suspected by the park 
managers when the lights were cut off, and 
before they had been informed of the cause. 
On the opening night of the park, in spite 
of vigilant patrols, installed by President 
R. R. MeCormick of the sanitary district, 
the wires were cut by persons supposed to 
be adverse to the use of the sanitary district 
power for lighting. The men who did the 
mischief were not caught and a reward of 
$1,500 offered for their capture still stands.

Soldiers of Second Regiment Start 
Annual Practice March. 


CAMP ON SHERIDAN ROAD. 


Col. Garrity’s Men Expect to Reach 
Camp Logan on Thursday. 


Seven hundred and fifty members of the 
Second regiment, I. N. G., began their an- 
nual fifty mile hike yesterday, marching 
eight miles in two hours and fifteen minutes, 
which included two stops, each of twenty 
minutes. The first night's encampment was 
at Sheridan road, overlooking the lake at 
Cornelia avenue. 

At the sick call at 1 o’clock p. m., fifteen 
minutes after camp was reached, no cne re- 
sponded., This was considered by the com- 
manding \officers as an unusual record for 
the first \day’s march. Cool breezes and a 
cloudy sky favored the soldiers. Their only 
complaint was footsoreness, due to the city 
pavements. 

Each of the privates carried in addition to a 
gun a shelter tent, blanket roll. haversack, 
and canteen. These were rolled up into a 
bundle and thrown across the right shoulder. 
In making camp each private was forced to 
set up his own tent. 

The regiment left the armory at Washing- 
ton boulevard and Aberdeen street at 10:30 
o'clock in the morning. It marched from 
Washington boulevard to Jackson boulevard 
in Aberdeen street, then to Michigan ave- 
nue and the river, where the first stop was 
made. From Rush street it continued its 
march to Chicago avenue, to Lincoln Park 
boulevard, and the Lake Shore drive. 

The second stop was made in Lincoln park, 
near the fresh air sanitarium. From here 
the soldiers resumed their regulation“ 
step and arrived at Cornelia avenue and 
Sheridan road at 12:45 o'clock p. m., when 
noon mess was served. 

Twenty minutes before sunset last night 
the regiment passed in review before Col. 
John J. Garrity, the commanding officer of 
the regiment, and Lieut. Col. A. W. Miller, 
Maj. James H. Stansfield, Maj. Thomas J. 
McConloy, and Maj. John Bauder. 

Camp will be broken this morning at 3:45 
o'clock. On Tuesday the regiment will en- 
camp at Fort Sheridan, on Wednesday at 
Waukegan, and on Thursday at Camp Lo- 
gan, four miles south of Kenosha.

going to the primaries. 


Five Reasons Are Given.

Fourth, Here is a subject that should 
receive the immediate attention of the 
council when it reassembles after the 


) summer vacation. The restrictive ord’- 
mance should be drafted soon, so that it 


may be in readiness for introduction at 
that time. . 

Such speedy action would not be neces- 
sary if it were not for the well known 
dilatoriness of the council when han- 
@ling ordinances to which there is any 
organized opposition. If the subject were 
not to be taken up until January it might 
be impossible to get an ordinance through 
by the beginning of July. The dealers in 
fireworks would fight in committee and in 
council any measure which conflicted with 
their selfish interests. They would op- 
pose the imposition of heavy license fees 
as suggested by the fire marshal. They 
would resist any restriction of sales. 
But it is necessary that sales should be 
restricted. The efficacious method of pre- 
venting casualties is to stop the sale of 
the things that cause them instead of 
letting thosg things be sold freely, trust- 
ing to luck or casual parental or police 
upervision that no harm will come of it, 

The dealers in fireworks would say that 
their business was legitimate and patri- 
otic. They would say, as summer ap- 
proached, that they had contracted for 
the usual supply of fireworks and that it 
would be unjust to them to take action 
until after the Fourth. 
threaten to go into the courts if an ordi- 
nance were adopted. There have been 
many cases where weak councils have 
yielded to arguments of this kind and the 
adoption of much needed ordinances has 
been delayed. 

The interested opposition to an ordi- 
nance to promote sanity on the Fourth of 
July should. be given an opportunity to 
expend itself in October or November of 
this year rather than in May or June of 
next year.

GIVING up THE LEGISLATURE. 


The Illinois democrats. will not attempt 


to make a fight for the next legislature. 
They have kindly secured for their op- 
ponents a majority in the lower house. 


A party in order to get a bare majority of 


one must elect two out of the three repre- 
sentatives from twenty-six senatorial dis- 
tricts, but the democratic senatorial com- 
mittees in that many districts have de- 
termined that only one candidate shall 
be nominated. Even if two candidates 
were nomjnated in each of the remaining 


twenty-five districts and they were all 


elected, the democrats would be unable 
to organize the house. 

This giving up the contest for the leg- 
islature illustrates the readiness of local 
politicians to sacrifice the interests of the 
party to promote those of an individual. 
& number of the twenty-six districts are 
overwhelmingly republican. There are 
others where the democrats would have 
had a fighting chance. Committeemen 
hd had at heart the interests of their 
party would not have rejected that 
chance. They would have ordered the 
nomination of two candidates, knowing 
that the party might gain by it and 
could not lose. But if two men were 
nominated in a debatable district the 
one Whom the committeemen had per- 
sonal reason for favoring might run be- 
hind and be defeated. To avert that 
contingency they make provision for only 


one nominee, indifferent to the fact thaty 


it might cost the party a seat and the 
legislature. There have been instances 
where republican local managers have 
lost their party seats in the house 
through this same policy of nominating 
one man when they should have put up 
two. This-is one of the inherent vices 
of the minority representation system, 
and it can be got rid of effectually only 
by abandoning the system.

Ot the four new peers created by King Eid- 
ward on the recommendation of his premier, 
Herbert Asquith, in connection with the re- 
cent official celebration of his birthday, two 
of them are manufacturers of great wealth.

Mr. Whiteley has obtained his peerage in 
an amusing fashion and owes his good for- 
tune in a measure to a mistake.

Not only 
this but we probably will assess his property 
at its full value, while we assess the prop- 
erty of the millionaire or the multimillionaire 
at less than one-half of its real value. 

With our direct primary law can we not 
nominate and elect men to office who will 
labor in behalf of justice and fairness to all?

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RETAIL TRADE MORE ACTIVE. 


Jobbers and Wholesalers Also Are 
Pleased with Increased Orders for 
Fall and Winter Goods. 


' As was expected, retail trade took a new 
lease of life after the holiday, and, stimu- 
lated by extensive clearing sales at attrac- 
tive figures, the consumptive demand reached 
gratifying proportions.

FARWELL BLAMES THE MAYOR 
FOR BARS OPEN ON SUNDAY. 


Declares Case Against Joseph Frugeli 
Was Dismissed After Promise of Dili- 
gent Prosecution Had Been Made. 


Complaint of the city’s neglect to prosecute 
violators of the Sunday law was made by 
Arthur Burrage Farwell yesterday in an 
address in St. Paul's Evangelical church. 

After citing the ordinance of the village of 
Cicero, which compels saloons to remain 
closed from Saturday midnight to Sunday 
midnight, and pointing out that the annexa- 
tion law makes this ordinance binding on that 
part of Cicero which has been annexed to 
Chicago since the ordinance was passed, he 
told of the case of Joseph Frugell. 

Frugeli was arrested on Feb. 5 on a charge 
of keeping his saloon open on Sunday. Mr, 
Farwell said the assistant prosecuting at- 
torney told him he had been instructed by 
the corporation counsel to prosecute the case 
diligently. After repeated continuance, Mr. 
Farwell said, the assistant prosecuting at- 
torney announced on June 22 that he had been 
instructed to dismiss the case the next day. 

Protest was mace to the corporation coup - 
sel and to the mayor, but it was ineffectual 
and the case was dismissed last Tuesday. 

Prior to the arrest of Frugell, according to 
Mr. Farwell, the corporation counsel had in- 
formed a representative of the Law and Or- 
der league that the mayor was satisfied to 
have such cases prosecuted by the city au- 
thorities. When this was reported to the 
mayor the latter part of June, according to 
Mr. Farwell, the mayor said he did not re- 
member having made such a remark; that 
he had promised he would not enforce the 
Sunday closing law, and had ordered the suits 
to be dismissed. 

Mr. Farwell repeated his agsertion that it 
is the duty of the city executive to enforce 
the ordinances.
